tho United States at $1,800,000,000. 
ThoAgoalso estimates the shrinkage on 
tho face value of railway investments 
in tho United Slates is fully 50 per 
cant., or $2,387,500,000, and clniias 
that this enormoni sum hns boen a 
total loss to investors. This claim 
can hardly be admitted. To begin 
with, the issue value of American 
railroad bonds has in nearly all cases 
been considerably less than their par 
value. It ia probably safe to assume 
that they Imto been sold at an aver- 
age discount of 20 per cent., so that 
the $2,175,000,000 of American rail- 
road bonds represents auactnalinvest- 
ment of no more than §1,740,000,000. 
In tho next place, a very large umonnt 
of the stock represents little or no enj - 
itnl actually invested in the roads. It 
is impomtible to ascertain even ap- 
proximately how large this amount is, 
but it would hardly be extravagant to 
CMtiumto it tin high a* 50 per cent of 
the whole nominal amount. It would 
bo safe to deduct fully 40 per cent, 
from tho low as estimated by Tho 
Age, 
leaving the rent loss of capital
